The practice of bleeding has almost 
ceased, yet there is still very good 
reason for bleeding in certain disease 
conditions, in my judgment. High 
blood pressure is not one of thei. 
However, many laymen, and maybe a 
few old-timers in the medical profcs- 
sion, harbor a fancy that bleeding ts 
a good way to reduce very high blood 
pressure. It though the pressure 
mounts to the high 1 -el within a f: 
hours after the bleeding. Better to 
bleed and save the blood. How can 
that be accomplished? Very easi'v. 
You just sit quietly or recline, and 
practice deep belly breathing for not 
to exceed one minute at each seance. 
several times daily. This takes blood 
from the general circulation into the 
lesser circulation where it doesn't ut- 
fect the arterial pressure.

Republican Patronage Dealt 
: L 2zath Blow as Census Posts 


re Put Under Ciwil Service 


When Senate Passes 


_ Measure, 42 to 37. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

Washington, May 24. — Joining 
forces with 11 progressive republic- 
ans, democrats of the senate today 
‘delivered a stinging blow to plans of 
old guard leaders for distributing as 
patronage the estimated 100,000 fed- 
-¢ral jobs that will be filled in taking 
the next national census. 

By a vote of 42 to 37 the senate 
adopted an amendment to the com- 
bination census and reapportionment 
bill providing that all workers in the 
next national enumeration shall be 
employed under civil service regula- 
tions, The amendment was sponsored 


by Senator Robert F.. Wagner, demo- 
erat, of New York, and was given al- 
most unanimous minority support 
among fhose voting, only one demo- 
erat senator casting his lot with the 
administration—Senator C. C. Dill, 
vf Washington. 


Republican Aid. 


The 11 progressive republicans who 
made the democratic victory possible 
by opposing leadership of their party 
nre as follows: 

Senator Brookhart, of Iowa: Sen- 
nter Blaine. of Wisconsin; Senator 
Capper, of Kansas; Senator Cveuzens, 
of Michigan; Senator Dale, of Ver- 
mont; Senator Frazier, ef Nerth Da- 
kota; Senator Howell, of Nebraska ; 
Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin; 
Senator McMaster, of South Dakota; 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska, and Sen- 
‘ator Nye, of North Dakota. 

In adding the important amend- 
ment to the bill, democrats rode to 
victory on an effective attack against 
the old “spoils system.” Senatorial 
debate preceding the vote was spiced 
with charges that to divorce the 
100,000 census workers from 
sevice requirements would result in 
federal patronage abuses and possibly 
2u unscientific census. 

Democrats Jubilant. 

Democratic leaders were obviously 
jubilant over the successful coup as 
they had a right to be. It means that 
old guard republicans, if the amend- 
ment holds in the house, will be de- 
prived of the most important piece 
of bulk patronage provided in 10 
years. 

While no formal announcement on 
the subject has been forthcoming from 
department of commerce officials hav- 
ing jurisidiction over the census, it 
has been assumed that a policy would 
be adopted calling for employment of 
100,000 enumerators and supervisors 
under the so-called spoils system. 

Republican congressmen and sena- 
tors, together with party organization 
officials in the various states had 
expected that the right to name the 
census takers would be left with them, 
just as it is now in 
of federal offices. 

Democrats Equal. 

' Under a policy of that kind demo- 
«rats would have been eliminated from 
the picture. The best they could have 
hoped for would have been a few 
crumbs falling from the patronage 
table. Now with the Wagner amend- 
ment they are placed on an equal foc: 
ing. at least so far as concerns the 
enumerators, forming the great bulk 
of the appointments. 

As for the supervisors, the higher 
officers assigned to each census dis- 
trict, the commission may be expect- 
ed to adopt the same practice now 
used in postmaster examinations with 
the three highest eligibles certified for 
appointment under eircumstances in- 
volving political considerations. 

Even here, however, democrats 
would be expected to salvage a fair 
mrt of the supervisor posts, particu- 
arly in the south, 

The census reapportionment bill is 
vet to be acted on by the lower house 
and it remains to be seen what the 
attitude there will be on the ameni- 
ment. If it is retained it will mean 
that in Georgia, for example, exami- 
nations will have to be called by the 
civil service commission for employ- 
ing the 16 or more district super- 
visors and the hundred or more enume- 
rators to be assigned each supervisor, 
together with such other workers as 
will be necessary. For the most part, 
local republican leaders will have lit- 
tle to do with the jobs, except in ex- 
pressing a preference among eligibles 
certified for the key positions. 

Eliminate Proposal. 

The amendment likewise would defi- 
nitely eliminate the proposal put for- 
wa by the American Chamber of 
Commerce, calling for recommenda- 
tions by local civie organizations for 
filling supervisor posts. 

Administration senators opposed the 
amendment on the grounds, supposed- 
ly, that a tremendous burden would be 
imposed on civil service machinery by 
dumping the 100,000 jebs into the 
lap of the commission. Also it was 
argued that considerable delay in tak- 
ing the census would be caused by 
resorting to civil service requirements. 
This is undoubtedly true, but the ar- 
gument was ineffective in view of the

CENSUS BILL GETS 
FAVORABLE VOTE. 

Washington, May 24.—(?)—Sup- 
porters of the census and reapportion- 
ment bill held the upper hand on an 
important vete in the senate today, 
indicating favorable action on tue 
measure early next week. 

By a yote of 45 tu 33 the senate 
rejected an amendment by Senator 
Black, democrat, Alabama, designed to 
prevent the president from declaring 
a reapportionment of the house of 
representatives in the event congress 
failed to do so after the census ol 
1930 and each succeeding 10 years. 
The opposition to the bill had con- 
sidered this amendment their most et- 
fective move. 

An amendment by Senator George, 
democrat, Georgia, limiting the pro- 
visions of the measure to the census 
of 1930 and the ensuing reapporilon- 
ment, bowever, was rejected by only 
one yote, 42 to 41. Senators Black 
and George gave notice that they 
would ask for a separate vote on their 
proposals after the bill is ready for 
passage. : 

The measure would authorize the 
director of the census to make a com- 
pilation in 1931 and every 10 years 
thereafter without further legislation. 
Upon the basis of the figures thus

obtained the president would be re-: 


quired to send to congress the num- 
ber of representatives each state would 
be entitled to in the house. If con- 
vress subsequently failed to pass re- 
apportionment legislation, the allot- 
ment ~amnounced by the president 
would become effective. 


HOOVER ASKS ADVICE 
ON FLOOD CONTROL 


Washington, May 24.—\/)—Presi- 
dent Hoover has submitted to Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell as well as to 
Secretary Good the brief of senators 
from southern states proposing that 
the government purchase rights of 
way for levees and flowage projects 
in the Mississippi river flood area. 

Upon receiving a legal opinion from 
these two officials, the president will 
determine what.the policy of the ad- 
ministration will be. 

Ask Work Suspended. 

In their brief the southern senators 
requested that work on the flood con- 
trol project be suspended pending a 
complete reconsideration of the whole 
plan of flood control. It was indicat- 
ed that this did not meet with execu- 
tive favor. 

President Hoover explained that the 
Jones flood control act has set up 
a commission to determine between 
the Mississippi river comm:ssion plan 
and the Jadwin plan and that this 
commission had made a report favor- 
ing the Jadwin proposal. That pro- 
posal subsequently was promulgated 
by President Coolidge. 

The official transcript of the presi- 
dent’s reply to questions on the flood 
control situation was as follows: 

A group of senators and representa- 
tives interested in the Mississippi 
flood control have placed before the 
administration a brief requesting that 
the proposed contracts for initiation 
of work should be suspended pending 
entire reconsideration of the pans and 
authorities under the flood control 
act. Some of them contend that the 
entire flood control plan should be 
revised, that in fact the conflicts be- 
tween the Mississippi river plan esti- 
mated to cost some $750.000.000, and 
the Jadwin plan estimated to cost 
about $325,000,000 should be recon- 
sidered. 

Report Was Made. 

“The act provided that a special en- 
gineering board should be set up to 
make the determination as between 
these plans and to report their con- 
clusions to the president. This was 
done. The report recommended the 
Jadwin plan and President Coolidge 
promulgated it by a definite order. 

“The. effect of other suggestions is 
that the government should purchase 
flowage rights over lands along 
stretches of the river where there is 
to be no additional water flow out 
of the main channel. Where the Unit- 
ed States is required by the law to 
purchase land or flowage, or pay dam- 
ages, this will be done in any event. 
Monies have been scheduled for such 
payments out of funds so far appro- 
priated. 

“Before the merits or demerits of 
the subject can be gone into I must 
first determine the legal questions in- 
volved as to whether or not the plan 
and method have not already been 
conclusively determined by the flooc 
control act and the executive decisions 
of President Coolidge. I have sub- 
mitted the questions to the secretary 
of war and the attorney-general for 
study and report.” 


ENGINEERS PROTEST 
JADWIN PLAN. 

Washington, May 24.—(#)—The 
American Engineering Council an- 
nounced today it has submitted an 
emphatic protest to President Hoover 
against permanent adoption of the 
$325,000,000 Mississippi flood control 
plan of Major General Edgar Jadwin, 
chief of army engineers, until the sit- 
uation could be thoroughly studied by 
a non-partisan board of review. | 

This proposal was embodied in a 
report of the council’s flood control 
committee opposing the Jadwin plan.

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REVISION OF FLORIDA 
BANK LAWS VOTED 


May 24.—(?)— 


Tallahassee, Fla.. 
Revision of Florida's banking laws 
along lines of safety and economy 
was proposed in a bill passed unani- 
mously by the senate today, 

The principal provision of the bill 
would Hmit annual dividends to 10 
per cent and further provides that 
after payment of such dividends one- 
half of the remaining undivided prof- 
its shall be used for the purchase of 
bonds to be placed in the state treas- 
ury as a stockholders’ reserve fund. 

Another radical change applies to 
loans to officers or employes of any 
bank. Under the new bill such loans 


would be limited to 10 per cent of 
capital and surplus, instead of 40 per 
cent as at present. This limit might 
be increased to 25 per cent if the 
entire loan is secured. 

The amount any bank may invest 
in real estate was also limited to 40 
per cent of capital and surplus. The 


measure would eliminate banks with 
less than $25,000 capital. 


_ Stockholders’ liability would be con- 

tinued for six months after transfer 
of stock, as required by national 
banks, while a call for stock assess- 
ment would be payable on demand as 
needed. 

The bill provides for annual accu- 
mulation of stirplus by placing one- 
tenth of the net profits in the surplus 
fund until it requals the amount of 
the capital stock. 


The minimum figure for capital 
stock of trust companies would be in- 
creased from $50,000 to $100,000, and 
the title insugnnce feature of trust 
companies would be eliminated.

The marimba-phone, a unique elec- | 


tric instrument created by Joseph 
Green, will be played by this leader 
and several members of ‘his orchestra 
as a novelty feature of the program 
that the Temple hour will present 
over the Columbia system tonight at 
7:30 o’clock. The selection to be 
heard on this novel instrument will 
be “Roses of Picardy.” 


By means of the marimba-phone, it | 


is possible to produce pipe organ ef- 
fects for radio in combination witb 
the xylophone. The instrument is 
built on the general plan of the ma- 
rimba, with two rows of wooden bars 
arranged in semi-tone order. Under 
each bar is a cylinder tube 3 inches 
in diameter (84 in all) made of silver 
with a small fan blade attached to 
the top. A quiet running motor turns 
the fan blades in each of the tubes 


and bars are struck with a soft ham- | 


mer made of yarn, vibrating according 
to the touch of the player. ‘Three 
musiciaus play the same time on the 
instrument, which is eleven feet long. 
In addition to this novelty feature,

played on the bells and Vibraphone,

Today's vote made ‘fizal an affirm- | 
decision on the momentous 
question for these great Presbyterian 
churches, negotiations regarding 
which have been in progress for the 
past 20 years, 

In the Church of Scotland assem- 
bly, the report from the lower courts 
was unanimously favorable tc union, 
but in the United Free church a con- 
siderable minority stood out against 
it. 


At today’s meeting of the Church 

of Scotland assembly the Duke and 
Duchess of York were present in tue 
threne gallery. 
of the Scottish Pres- 
| byterian communion, which has exist- 
ed since the “disruption” in 1843. 
has been the subject of 20 years’ ne- 
gotiations for union of the two 
churches that had evolved. 
- The Church of Scotland member- 
ship has been virtually unanimous for 
union, but there was. a minority in 
the United Free cnurch in favor of 
continuing that body independently. 

The general asseinbly of the United 
Free church last November voted by 
an overwhelming majority in favor of 
union and the presbyteries, kirk ses- 
sions and congregations were asked 
to express their opinion. The results 
were as follows: Presbyteries, 63 for 
union and none against ; kirk sessions, 

1,302 for union and 91 against ; con- | 
gregations, 1,520 for union and 104 
against.

of checking stock market speculation 
but to bring the rediscount rate near 
to open market money rates while 
members of the federal reserve board 
against a higher rediscount rate ar- 
gued that the higher rate would hurt 
general trade and agriculture. 


Against Higher Rate. 


Wall Street bankers were found 
today expressing the belief private- 
ly that Secretary Mellon, who is 4 
member of the federal reserve board, 
was against a higher rediscount rate, 
partly through fear that a higher re- 
discount rate would result in fur- 
ther gold imports adding to the 
chances of further inflation. 

Today’s weekly federal reserve bank 
statement shows that the member 
banks, especially those in this dis- 
trict, are getting ready for something, 
supposedly the heavy June 1, June 
15, July 1 money market requirements. 
The member banks in this district paid 
off during the past week $55,000,000 
loans at the federal reserve bank, per- 
mitting the reserve bank here to in- 
crease its reserve ratio to 84.4, against 
72.5 a year ago. The reserve ratio «-: 
the system as a whole is now at 73.9, 
against (0 a year ago. 

Brokers’ loans are from’ $45,000,000 
for the week to $5.520.000,000, which 
is only $273,000,000 below the high 
for all time established for the week 


on March 20. The decrease of $45,- 
000,000 compared with a week ago is 
made up of a decrease of $33,000,000 
in the loans made by the New York 
banks for their own account, a de 
crease of $74,000,000 in the loans 
made by the New York banks for the 
account of out-of-town banks and an 
increase of $63,000,000 in the Jeans 
made for “others,” meaning individuais 
and corporations or other than banks. 
Trend Is Steady. 

The downward trend of the brok- 
ers’ loans made by the banks has been 
steady, while the trend of brokers’ 
loans made by others, an item only 
a few years ago of no importance, has 
been steadily climbing until new that 
it makes up 55 per cent of the total 
brokers’ loans of $5,520,000,000. To 
those doing their own thinking this 
is highly important when considered 
in connection with the fighting going 
on in the market between the stock 
market and the federal reserve.

reserve beard was on 
most of the member banks siding with 
the stock market judging from the in- 
creasing loans made by the banks on 
stock exchange collateral. In the early 
stages of the bull stock market the 
investments of the banks for their 
own account kept pace with the loans 
made by the banks to brokers to carry 
accounts fer customers. From the 
foregoing figures, however, it is plain 
that the member banks are reducing 
their loans to brokers with the busi- 
ness of financing the stock market be- 
ing taken over increasingly by individ- 
uals and corporations. This makes 
for highly sensitive and dangerous 
conditions in the call money market 
which is the lifeblood of the stock 
market. 

While the banks until recently were 
on the side of the stock market in 
the fight with the federal reserve 
board in the money market the banks 
now have switched around on the 
other side. This is plain from the 
position just taken by the advisory 
committee of the federal reserve board 
advising the federal reserve board to 
permit the federal reserve banks to 
advance their rediscount rate. The 
stock market most decidedly does not 
want a higher rediscount rate; the 
bankers do believe that higher money 
will check speculation in stocks which 
will bring about easier money and 
again permit bonds to be sold, domes- 
tic and foreign, the last named act- 
ing as an offset to further gold im- 
ports by us.

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STEEL DEMAND NOW 
BEST, SCHWAB SAYS 


New York, May 24.—(4#)—Charles 
M. Schwab. chairman of the Bethle- 
hem Steel Corporation, in an address 
today before the American Iron 
Steel Institute, of which he is presi- 
dent, declared that while there is a 
greater demand for steel now than 
there ever was before. earnings ot 
the steel industry are “far from ade- 
quate to provide for the industry's 
future service to the country.” 

He said 70 per cent of the indus- 
try last year got a return of 6.30 
per cent on its investment, 

Mr. Schwab issued a warning 
against over-expansion, particularly 
at the expense of a diminishing sup- 
ply of raw material, and said the two 
most important problems now facing 
the industry are “intelligent individ- 
ual control over productive ca acity 
and earnings adequate to provide for 
the future requirements of our ever- 
expanding industry.” 

“IT am just as optimistic about bus- 
iness today as I have ever been im 
the past, and that applies with equal 
force to our industry,” he said. “ 
believe that steel has really entered 
upon a new era of usefulness. 

Enlargement Likely. 

“As the expansion of the country’s 
prosperity proceeds, some enlargement 
of our steel producing capacity may 
be required, but never before was it 
more incumbent upon us to temper 
our plans with good judgment, to 
avoid speculative building, and to prof- 
it 4 the errors and mistakes of the

, “We all know that the steel indus- 
try has paid dearly for over-expansion 
in the past. and many industries in 
this country are still suffering from 
the same evils forced by the war. 
“Because of the large demand for 
steel it is generally believed that our 
industry is in a highly preésperous 
condition, but we should not allow the 
optimism caused by this demand to 
blind us to the serious economic truth 
that the earnings on the large in-

Among the amendments approved 
was one raising the duties of live cat- 
tle to 2 cents a pound on cattle under 


S00 pounds and 2 1-2 cents on heavier 
animals as against 1 1-2 cents on 
those under 1,000 pounds and 2 cents 
on those above that weigkt, as at 
present. 

Other amendments approved would 
increase the rates on butter and but- 
ter substitutes to 14 cents from 12 
cents a pound and the duty on dried 
skimmed milk and dried buttermilk to 
2 1-2 cents from 1 1-2 cents a pound.

24.—(#)—The 
war department is preparing for early 
submission to congress of a bill to 
mobilize industry in war time on the 
Same~basis that man-power is con- 
scripted. 

Secretary Good says the measure 
is expected to be among the first leg- 
islative matters to come before con- 
gress at its regular session in De- 
cember. The bill probably will cover 
all phases of finance and commerce. 

The. secretary has already sent to 
congress a bill to authorize the presi- 
dent to conscript the man-power of 
the nation for immediate military 
service upon a declaration of war. 

The national] defense act places upon 
the war department the responsibility 
of preparing plans for the mobiliza- 
tion of industries in war time and 
the proposed legislation would author- 
ize their actual draft by the presi- 
dent. 

The department’s plans for emer- 
gency industrial mobilization are laid 
along the following lines: 

Financing of contractors to whom 
war contracts are allotted. 

Prevention of profiteering and sta- 
bilization of prices in war time. 

Provision of machinery for settle- 
ment of war-time industrial disputes. 

Maintengnce of a constant flow of 
raw materials, and organization of all 


i transportation systems. 


Officials .of the department who 
have long publicly urged the passage 
of some legislation to provide for 
emergency industrial mobilization, de- 
clare that industry is at its weakest 
points, hoth through disorganization 
and sudden loss of man- power, upon | 
a declaration of war.
